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BRITAIN WILL 
EXPLOIT HER 
INDUSTRIES 


LONDON, Eng., Oct. 25—The bril- 
liant idea of sending forth upon the 
waters a great imperial floating ex- 
hibition has at last materialized into 
something very definite in the shape 
of the S. S. British Industry. It is 
now more than 15 years ago since the 
voyage was first mooted, and during 
all that time, with the exception, of 
course, of the war years, the project 
bas been discussed, but without tan- 
gible result until now. The promot- 
ers of the enterprise have formed 
themselves into a _ limited liability 
company, under the name of the Brit- 
ish Trade Ship, Limited, and arrange- 
ments have been made for a complete 
and lengthy tour of the British Em- 
pire. Many well known firms are par- 
ticipating, and their samples will be 
carried and shown in all the Seven 
Seas. 

The most magnificent exhibit of al! 
will be the great ship herself, for she 
will be specially built for the pur- 
poses of an exhibition, and from the 
engines to the topmast will represent 
British workmanship at a very high 
level. She will be of 20,000 gross ton- 
nage, and will be different, internally, 
from any other ship which has ever 
taken the water. She will have no less 
than eight decks, and half of this ac- 
commodation will be entirely set aside 
for the exhibition itself. In addition 
to these four decks of exhibits there 
will be many cabins for trade repre- 
sentatives, and also a large reception 
hall, with the chief exhibition offices, 
an inquiry bureau, a bank, an insur- 
ance office, interpreters’ office and 
cloakroom arranged round the hall, 
from which will open a large restau- 
rant capable of accommodating 500 
people. Practically the whole length 
of the boat deck will constitute a re- 


ception room and ball room with dom-, 


ed roof. There will also be a cinema, 
which will be used for exhibition pur- 
poses and for showing manufacturing 
processes, 


Ambitious Itinerary 


Sir G. B. Hunter, the vice-chairman 
of the British Trade Ship, Limited, is

Earl Grey is the chairman of the-en- 
terprise, and included in the directors 
are the Duke of Northumberland and 
Mr. Edmund Hill, who is the general 
secretary of the British Industries. 

In accordance with the present ar- 
rangements, the British Industry wili 
sail from the Thames in the summer 
of 1923. The itinerary is an ambi- 
tions one, and the good ship, which 
will bear examples of the best British 
workmanship, will also carry the high 
hopes of the promoters of the scheme, 
and those whose business are ex- 
pected to expand through the practical 
advertisement which their wares will 
receive during the world tour. The 
exhibition will proceed first to South 
America, where calls will be made at 
four ports, Bahia, Rio de Janeiro, 
Montevideo, and Buenos Aires. She 
will then proceed to South Africa and 
will call in turn at Cape Town and 
Durban in Natal. From South Africa 
she will set sail for far away Aus- 
tralia, where her arrival is expected 
to give a great and much-needed fillip 
to British trade. 


A Long Voyage 

The places to be visited in the Com- 
monwealth will be Freemantle (West- 
ern Australia), Adelaide (South Aus- 
tralia), Hobart (Tasmania), Sydney 
(New South Wales), and Brisbane 
(Queensland). New Zealand will be 
the next Dominion to receive the ship 
of commerce, and she will put in at 
Wellington, Lyttleton and Auckland 
When she leaves the land of the Maori 
the British Industry will point her 
bows north to Fiji. The Island Em- 
pire of the Pacific will then be visit- 
ed and the ship will call at Yokohama 
and Kobe, and will then again come 
into touch with the British Empire at 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, at which 
place she will remain for docking and 
repairs for seven days. 

Three hundred and fifty-eight days 
after leaving the shores of England, 
the British Industry is scheduled to 
start her long return voyage, which 
will be via Manila, Saigon, Singapore, 
Batavia, Penang and Rangoon. The 
great markets of India will come in 
for their full share of attention, and 
Calcutta, Madras, Bombay and Kara 
chi are the ports of the Indian Empire 
which will welcome the floating ex 
hibition; and the ship, representing so 
strikingly as she will the peaceful 
pursuits of commerce, is assured an 
imperial weleome from the “fairest 
jewel in Britain’s diadem.’”’ Ceyloa

WASHINGTON, District of Coulm 
bia, Oct. 26.—The first withdrawal of 
American troops from Germany fol 
lowing the ratification of the treaty 
will take place within two weeks, it 
was authoritatively announced yester- 
day. At the same time it was indi- 
cated that troops should be brought 
back slowly in accordance with the 
policy to be determined on after the 
completion of ratification. 

There is a general desire in Europe 
to have the troops remain as long 
as this government feels that they 
can be kept in Germany. Some time 
ago it was indicated that the adminis 
tration, out of consideration for Ger- 
many, desired t 0 remove the financial 
burden of the American troops as 
speedily as possible after peace was 
declared, but it has been learned since 
that Germany is more eager than any 
other nation to have the American 
troops remain, in spite of the fact 
that their expenses are charged 
against her. 


It is gratifying to this government 
to know that the troops have made 
so good a record in Germany and that 
they have been useful in the work 
which they were placed on the Rhine 
to do. The usefulness of American 


roops in that locality is not yet at an 
end, it is believed by many persons, 
among them the Committee of Amer- 
ican Business Men, who reecntly made 
a personal investigation and reported 
in favor of keeping American troops 
in Germany for some time.

“The majority of the German lead 
ers with whom your committee met 
expressed the hope that the Ameri- 
can army would remain at least until 
more stable conditions were estab- 
lished in Europe,” said the report. 

“These leaders believe that so far a3 
Germany is concerned, the extra cost 
ct American forces, as compared with 
the others, is of minor importance ‘n 
view of the value of their presence. 

“Our soldiers of the Rhine are wel! 
cared for and content, and satisfied 
remain as long as our government be 
lieves it necessary. Their number i; 
in ing steadily reduced as the terms of 
service expire or men apply from time 
to time to return to the Unite dStates. 
Your committee believes that the size 
of the forces might be still further re- 
duced but that we should still continue 
te maintain a sufficient number of 
men to control properly the area as- 
sign to us, until such progress has 
been made in the establishment of 
peace that we may withdraw with con 
fidence that we will not soon be called 
upon to decide what attitude we shall 
take in another European war. To 
withdraw our army until the outlook 
in Europe is clearer would be a very 
grave mistake.”

their relative geographical position. 

Another important consideration 
which has received due attention has 
been the desirability of keeping th 
exhibition right up to date, and to in- 
sure this, arrangement will be made 
for sending on fresh samples to meet 
the ship at any particular point. This 
plan will also insure exhibits appro 
priate to the countries visited being 
shown. 

This most enterprising experiment 
of sending out to the four corners of 
the globe a great commercial exhibi- 
tion housed in a magnificent 20,000- 
ton steamer, equipped appropriately 
in every respect, will be watched by 
commercial communities all over the 
world with the keeneset interest and 
if any substantial measure of success 
attends the venture, then the example 
is sure to be followed on a lesser or 
iter scale by many imitators.

Hohenzollerns’ Vast Estates 


In reality it is little known, says 
“Vorwarts,” that the former Kaiser's 
house administration, the “royai 
household administration,” as it is 
strangely enough still styled, has ac- 
tual control, with no supervision 
worthy of the name, of estates and 
forest land covering far more than 
100,000 hectares. This land is person- 
ally managed by these administrators, 
and no one else troubles to inquire 
what surpuls is gained from these 
possessions or what is done with it. 
These sources alone must, at the pre- 
sent high price of grain, wood and 
other -products, bring the former 
kaiser yearly profits amounting to 
millions. It is, moreover, proved that 
these profits really exist and are re- 
ceived annually by the administrators. 

“Vorwarts” asks ironically if the 
Stegarwald Cabinet believes the for- 
mer wearer of the crown is laying by 
all this money until he is called upon 
by the authorities to pay arrears of 
taxes, and states as a fact that the ad- 
ministration, being uncontrolled, con- 
trives that millions of the profits de- 
rived from the estates are systematic 
ally put out of reach of the tax col- 
lector. These are grave charges that 
should be inquired into before it is too 
late. 


Tax Exemption and Justice 


One of the wealthiest members of 
the Hohenzollern family is Prince 
Friedrich Leopold, son of the so-called 
“Red Prince.” He is doubly related 
to the former kaiser, being both 
brother-in-law and cousin, and he is 
also brother-in-law to the Duke of 
Connaught. This prince owns the far- 
famed castle of Gilenicke, Potsdam, 
where he has a priceless collection 
of old china, pictures and artistic 
curios. Another wealthy member of 
the Hohenzollern family is the former 
Crown Princess, who brought with 
her upon her marriage an immense 
fortune from the grand-ducal Meck- 
elnburg family. The former ‘kaiser’s 
sons have each a large income, and 
his brother, Prince Henry, is very 
wealthy. “Vorwarts” asks if such an 
arrangement as tax exemption for all 
these persons is compatible with jus- 
tic when recent statistics have 
proved that 40,000 people in Berlin 
alone have an annuity of less than 
1,000 marks means of sub- 
sistence.

The distress among persons with a 
small annuity is great; the majority, 
when the call came to prove thei: 
patriotism by purchasing war bonds, 
complied, and have now—owing to the 
low rate of exchange—lost the greater 
part of their little capital. No help 
can be obtained from the state, and 
the number of persons whose income 
in consequence of this procedure 
amounts to less than 7.500 marks is 
authentically stated to be 200,000, Of 
these 25 per cent. have a yearly in 
come of 17,500 marks, 20 per cent. an 
income of 8,000-5,000 marks, and 10| 
per cent. an income of 7,500 marks. 
These are all people of the educated 
class, and many of them are beyond 
working age. Atlhough they cannot 
of course, be assessed for direct taxes, 
the indirect taxes hit them hard, and 
this is the class which suffering

The problem of feeding 
these people, and not only feeding 
but clothing them and _ providing 
housing, is one which must be faced 
immediately before the winter sets in 
Then comes the problem of providing 
farm impelments and seeds in order 
that the people may grow their ow: 
food next year. 

When discussing the position in 
Russia it is well to bear in mind that 
Eastern Poland is in every way as 
badly off as Russia proper. It is only 
since last March that the country 
east of Brest-Litovsk to the frontier 
was taken over from Russia, and this 
part of Europe probably suffered 
more damage during the war than any 
other part of the world. Since the 
conclusion of the Great War it has 
also been the scene of another con- 
flict between Poland and Russia. To 
add to the difficulties of the people 
in this devastated region, hundreds of 
thousands of refugees are flocking 
into it from starving Russia.

CLEARING OF 
SEA MINES 
PROGRESSES 


LONDON, Eng., Oct. 26.—Practi- 
}cally simultaneously with the declar- 
ation of the official end of the war 
came the information that the work of 
clearing the Heligoland Bight mine 
field had been successfully accomp- 
lished by the Germans. This marks a 
definite stage in the work of restoring 
the seas to normal conditions, since 
the entire North Sea is thus rendered 


clear of moored mines. The waters 
surrounding the British Isles are now 
entirely cleared; the Mediterranean 


Sea is practically cleared, only three 
small areas on the Albantian coast re- 
maining, the clearing of which should 
be completed this year. 


Four small remain in the 
Artcic, for which Germany is respon- 
sible. and a German mine-sweeping 
flotilla is at present at work there, 
but in all probability ice has effected 
their clearance during the last four 
winters. In the Baltic mines still ex- 
ist between latitudes 50 degrees 30 
minutes north to 60 degrees 30 min- 
utes ward to 17 degrees 30 min- 
utes east and here mine clearance is 
in progress. In the Adriatic the three 
small aeras still to be swept will be 
cleared in the near future, one by 
Italy and two by Jugo-Slavia. With 
one exception the fields enumerated 
above constitute the only areas which 
now remain to be made safe for ship- 
ping. The one exception is the Black 
Sea, where are still numerous mine 
fields. No international agreemen:

It may be admitted that the sun| 
is a body so different from the earth | 
and possessing so many marvelous | 
qualities that the idea of associating | 
a special ruling power with it does | 
not seem, in all respects, purely fan- 
tastical, 

The mere fact that the sun main- 
tains by its radiations all forms of 
life upon the earth, and governs the | 
movements and fates of all its planets 
while its own state is such that only | 
a “spiritual” being could inhabit it | 
| is sufficient to suggest to an imagin- 
ative mind the possibility that sch | 
a being, or assemblage of beings, 
may exist there. At any rate, one 
can easily understand the notion en- 
tertained in primitive times that the 
sun was not merely a god’s dwelling 
place, but was the god himself. 

The inhabitants of worlds revolving 
around the fixed stars may as readily 
entertain similar notions about their 
particular suns, 

But the progress of astronomy, as 
fas as it can be said to give any sug 
gestion concerning this matter, rather 
tends to vindicate the idea of one su- 
preme control, because every step in 
advance made by the science streng- 
thens the evidence of a unity of plan 
extending throughout the universe. 

The recent investigations of Harrow 
Shapley on the condition and move- 
;ments of those most distant known 
| celestial objects, the globular star 
| clusters and the spiral nebulae, throw 
a flood of both fact and suggestion 
upon this subject. 

They appear to dispose of the hy- 
pothesis, entertained only a few years 
ago, that the spiral nebulae are “ohter 

| universes,” or “island universes,” ly- 
ing far out in space beyond the limits 
| of our starry system, The great glob- 
jular star clusters—one of which is 
practically known to be more than 
thirteen hundred quadrillion miles 
away, i.e, more than fourteen million 
times as far away as the sun!—are 
moving in from both sides toward the 
great fundamental plane in which the 
stars of the Galaxy, or Milky Way 
are gathered, while the spiral negulae

E. Cummings Victim 
Of Serious Accident 


A very serious accident occurred at

The Winter Bed 


(By Loretto C, Lynch, an acknowled 
ged expert in all matters pertaining 
to household management.) 


With the advent of cooler weather 
every housewife is going over both 
beds and their furnishings with a 
view toward making them comfort- 
able for winter. For, while we may 
enjoy a nap on the couch with the 
merest sheet drawn about us in the 
summer’s heat, only a well make bed 
with warm, comfortable furnishings 
will do in winter, 

In almost all our large housefurn- 
ishing shops sales of sheets, pillow 
Slips and blankets, as well as comfort 
ers or quilts, tempt us. Before mak- 
ing up her mind as to what she needs 
each woman in charge of a home 
Should go carefully through the de 
tails of making the bed. Then jot 
down reminders. 

To make a bed, first be sure that 


the mattress is other side up from! 
what it was the night before, Turning 
the mattress keeps it from becom- 
ing worn down in one place. You may 
decide that you want your mattress in 
two sections to facilitate turning. In 
buying a new mattress or having the 
old one made over, remember this: 

Have a pad over the mattress and 
under the lower sheet. Have under! 
sheet right side up, broad hem at! 
top. Have second sheet wrong side up 
broad hem at top. Be sure that both 
sheets have middle crease exactly in 
the middle of the bed. 

In purchasing sheets the width will 
depend upon whether you are purchas- 
ing the sheet for a single or three- 
quarter or full size double bed. But} 
every worth while sheet must be two 
ond three-fourth yards long to enable 
one to properly tuck it in and protect 
the mattress. In buying sheets insist 
upon having the sheet measured in 
your presence, 


Put the blanket on the bed at least 
eight inches below the top of the bed 
and turn the top sheet down to keep 
the blanket clean, Both sheets and 
blankets should be tucked in with the 
square hospital corners and should be 
pulled so tight that there is not a 
wrinkle anywhere. If the blankets or 
sheets are purchased too small in size 
his cannot be properly done and the 
rinkling will cause the sleeper much 
discomfort as well as give the bed an 
untidy appearance, 


The spread should be put on next. 
The corners may be turned in as the 
sheets, but the sides of the spread 
may be allowed to hang. 

If a pillow is clean and smooth and 
lies square upon the bed, it adds 
beauty and attractiveness to the bed. 
Therefore, be careful to purchase pil- 
low slips that are a good fit for the 
pillows they encase. 

If a comforter is used, roll it neat- 
ly and place it at the foot of the bed. 
Have the salesman show you the com- 
forters filled with silk, floss or down 
These are light in weight, but give 
much warmth on cold nights. 

3ed furnishings, unlike styles in 
clothing, do not go out of style. It is 
therefore advisable to have a goodly 
stock on hand—at least a dozen sheets 
for each two beds. 

All-wool blankets are an _ invest- 
ment. Buy them at a reliable shop 
and then take good care of them. 
They will last for years.

LONDON, Oct. — While the 
United States has rested content with 
her home stores of oil, Great Britain 
has been scouring the world for new 
sources of supply, and as a result, 
according to A, Beebe Thompson, an 
expert, who has just visited 
of the British oil producing areas, 
Great Britain need no longer fee} 
the menace of having her oil supplies 
isolated in the event of war.
